Many people in city and country la- 


ment long and loud because boys are 
somewhat inclined to leave the farm 
where they were raised. They think 
this disposition to forsake rural for 
arban life is certain evidence of deprav- 
ity 
They believe, or affect to believe, 


that boys'forsake the farm and flee to 
the city in order to escape toil and lead 
an easy life. They see virtue behind 
and vice in the future. 
They think the 


Ijoys who go to a great city are sure to 
plunge into dissipation, recklessness 
and folly. 
They have convinced them- 


selves tfiat people make money and ob- 
tain position in a city by fraud, cheat, 
in«r, and sharp practices, but that they 
better their condition m the country 
only by acquiring habits of industry, 
frugality, and honesty. Now, human 
nature is about the same m the brick- 
walled streets of a great city or m the 
green fields by the winding lanes m the 
fouutry.' Virtue and vice, honesty and 
dishonesty, industry and idleness are to 
be found everywhere that man exists. 
It is all a mistake that a great majority 
of the people in a large city do not have 
to wort hard for a living. More people 
work themselves into the hospital or the 
crave in a large city than anywhere 
else, A much larger number of men 
broken down by hard work m middle 
life can be found in cities than in the 
countrv. The people in tho middle or 
lower walks ol life in a great city are 
obliged to subject themselves to a rigid 
course of self-denial all the time. Tber<3 
is always something to see, hear or taste 
that they can not have. A boy who goes 
from the city to the country is ordinarily 
obl'eed to work hard to gain a living, 
and to conduct himself with great pro- 
priety in order to acquire a reputation 
and gain advancement. 


It is wise and well to encourage the 


disposition of boys to remain to _ the 
uountry and to live on farms, provided 
they have the taste for agricultural pur- 
suits and the proper physical and men- 
tal requirements for such occupations. 
The pleasures of country life have been 
sung by all the poets from David to 
Longfellow. Novelists have never tired 
of describing the line characters they 
have found in tlio country. 
The city 


imuiter betakes himself to the tree-cov- 
ered hills, tho grassy fields, the singing 
brooks, and the bird-haunted groves 
when he wishes to portray what is 
beautiful. 
Statistics show that vastly 


more people live in their own houses m 
the country than in the city. In an ag- 
ricultural community nearly every man 
is engaged in independent occupation, 
while the reverso is tvno in any ot our

it maf be taken as a rule that the meth- 
ods a'dopted by shrewd, praeticBJI men 
in farming in any section are the meth- 
onds best adopted to that section under 
existing conditions. Anyhow, it is not 
wise for a new-comer to depart from 
them without a valid reason, and after 
a trial, on a small scale, ol any plan he 
may think a better one. "Do as your 
neighbors do" is a safe rule for all new- 
comers in every part of the country, 
until they have had experience there. 
Then, with a full knowledge of the con- 
ditions of their new location, the re- 
membrance of different methods fol- 
lowed elsewhere may suggest valuable 
improvements; but a great many of tha 
avoidable mishaps that befall new set- 
tlers in various parts of the country aro 
due to the contempt often felt for the 
methods already in vogue there, and 
the consequent substitution of other 
methods, which, however excellent else- 
where under different conditions, are 
not suitable in the new situation.-—Rural 
New Yorker.

f armors are very rare, nnd hai'dly ever 
occ.ur unless they are the results ot 
speculations. 
People iu the country 


ure measurably free from the horrors of 
contagious diseases and from great cal- 
amities resulting from fires, llood-t, and 
the "•enenil stagnation of business which 
i-; often attended by strikes and riots. 
Life and property are more secure in 
country than in city. No matter whether 
stocks are rising or falling, whether 
rents are high or low, whether currency 
is scarce or plenty, the man who owns 
the farm he tends will generally raise 
enough to supply the wants of his t'ami- 
lv and to meet the demands of the tax- 
gatherer. 
In time of calamity people 


in cities envy the lot of those in the 
country. 
When the "healed term" 


comes on, the owners of fine houses in 
the city are glad to forsake. them for 
the pleasure afforded »y a modest cot- 
ta^e in the country. Nearly every man 
who toils to get rich in a city looks for- 
ward to the day when h« can own a 
home in the country. 


It does not follow, however, that all 


boys who are raised on farms should re- 
main there. 
Many buys were never 


"cut out" for farmers, and no amount 
of work in the make-up will ever make 
good farmers out of them. 
They are 


better at figuring than ut fencing; bet- 
ter at guiding a steamboat than a plow; 
better at selling than producing; better 
at handling dry goods than stowing 
away hay. They may be awkward at 
any kind of farm work, but they may bo 
very handy at many occupations m a 
shop or factory. Many bovs fail on a 
farm and afterward succeed in a city. 
They have ability, but it is not of tlio 
kind required to build a fence, plow a 
furrow, shape a hay-stack, break colts, 
or sow clover-seed. 
They are out ot 


place on a farm and do not earn enough 
to support them. It would be better to 
give them a trial somewhere else. The 
boy who fails In raising grain may make 
a fortune in handling it. 
The country 


is quite too well supplied with farmers 
who are not adapted to the business m 
which they are engaged. They set bad 
examples, and injure the land they 
shoulel improve. They introduce no 
improvements, lint follow the worst 
kiiids of practices. 
Tliey raise poor 


crops, ke;ep poor stock, and support, 
pool' fences. 
Kverythin;' tney keep 


runs down on their hand-. 
<Jmte likely 


Uiey were encouraged "to slick to tho 
furiu" in early lift), when it. would hiivo 
been to the advantage of all concerned 
had they been encouraged to follow the 
bent of their own doire, lo plow the 
waves instead of the fields, to feed a 
locomotive instead of pigs, or to cut 
shoe-leather instead of grass. 
Perhaps 


some fond parents toiled to gain them 
farms, when they would have done bet- 
ter had they provided them with kits of 
tools, or given thorn the means to be- 
come surveyors or coal-miners. It may 
be pleasant for a fanner to settle his 
sons around him, but if they fail in the 
business, he will be mortified and pained 
at the result. 


Many boys leave farms because there is 


little for them to do on them. 
The in- 


troduction of labor-saving machinery 
has greatly reduced the amount of hand 
work required on farms and produced 
in some sections a surplus of laborers. 
The owners of many quite small farms 
have several boys who must engage in 
gome paying occupation. Some of these 
boys would be glad to obtain farms of 
their own, but they have not the means 
to purchase them. Farms can no long- 
er be obtained for the taking without 
going a long distance to obtain them. 
It costs more to start in the business of 
farming than it did a short time ago. 
Materials for buildings and fences cost 
more, and a larger amount of machin- 
ery is required. 
The price of stock 


increases every year, and the like is true 
of all farm supplies. 
The sons-of 


farmers find it diflicult to earn suflicicnt 
money by working for other farmers to 
purchase and to cultivate on their own 
account. 
Most farmers hire help only 


through the busy season. 
If a boy 


wishes to earn money to buy a farm he
